what has been done iu the Sproule 
case. The latest information is an Ot- 
tawa dispatch of August 8th, which in- 
timated that Sprouls might be hanged 
on the 17th, but it cannot be, or il 
would haye been telegraphed. No case 
in the criminal annals of Canada has 
created so much excitement as that ol 
the Quean against Robert Evan Sproule, 
now under sentence of death in British 
Columbia. The condemned mail is an 
American who two years ago left Chi- 
cago to go to British Columbia on a gold 
prospecting trip. He settled down in 
Kamloop, near the Columbia river, anc 
was very successful with his explora- 
tions. Last Winter one of the men 
composing his gang, of whom there were 
but three, was mysteriously murdered 
in a most cold-blooded manner. Sus- 
picion was directed to Sproule by the 
third party of the little gang, anc 


1 Sproule was arrested and taken to Vic- 


toria for trial, the distance from the 
scene of tho alleged crime being over 
600 miles. No allowance was made the 
accused in order that he might obtain 
witnesses in his behalf, although the 
statutes expressly provide that shall be 
the case in order to defray the witness' 
expenses in attending court. The trial 
was iu May last and Spronle was con- 
victed and sentenced to be hanged in 
July. His conviction was had largely 
upon the testimony o! his partner, who 
soon afterwards went to Oregon, A few 
weeka since this same witness made affi- 
davit that his testimony in trial was per- 
jury. This coming to the ears of Sec- 
retary Bayard, he interceded in Sproule's 
behalf and a short reprieve was grunted. 
Referring to this ns tho status of the 
case the Ottawa dispatch says: 


In the meantime application for a new 


trial had been refused by the Supreme 
Court of British Colombia, and applica- 
tion for a writ of habeas corpus had 
been made to Judge Henry, of the Su- 
•preme Court of the Dominion, on sev- 
eral grounds of illegality iu the proceed- 
ings. 


Jndge Henry held that the court which 


passed Eentenoo was not propurly con- 
vened, and therefore had no jurisuiictmn,

should have issued a commission to the 
praSKliug Judge at the triui to hold tho 
term. 
Upon this ex-parte hearing an 


or del fur the writ was made, but the 
order was disobeyed by the Sheriff who 
had Sproule in custody, who refused to 
bring him to Ottawa and discharge him. 
Mr. A. F. Mclntyre, representing the 
United States Department, then applied 
for an order discharging the prisoner in 
.British Columbia, without his being 
brought before the court. 
This motion 


was granted unconditionally and dis- 
patched to the Sheriff. In the mean- 
time the minister of Justice, on the part 
of the Attorney-General of British Co- 
lumbia, and representing the Crown, 
opplied to the Supreme Court to vacate 
the writ of habeas corpus and declare 
all proceedings under it null and void. 
If this is refused be will carry the 
question to the Privy Council in Eng- 
land. 
It in feared by the prisoner's 


counsel that, following the precedent 
established iu British Columbia in like 
cases long ago, the authorities will execute 
Sproule Aug. 17, when his respite ends. 
This was done last Fall in the case of 
O'Connor, convicted of murder, and 
who wus hanged pending appeal to the 
Privy Council. The Judges there re- 
fused to hear the case, as they said 
there was no party in the court, tho 
condemned having been hanged. Grave 
complications are sure to ensue between 
the Dominion and the provincial au- 
thorities. 


Theo. Beiohert, the Republican nom- 


inee for Surveyor General of California, 
was a resident of White Pine county, in 
this State, in 1869. For the past seven- 
teen years h« has been in tbe U. S. Sur- 
veyor General's office of California, and 
of late years Chief Clerk. Gen. Ham- 
mond, tbe new Democratic Surveyor 
General, desired to letam him as Chief 
Clerk, but Mr. Eeichert declined to re- 
main.

POPULAR DISAPPROVAL. 


V.ro learn fay a TVasaington uispaloh 


that Conventions have been held up to 
date in about fifty districts now repre 
sented by Democrats in Congress and in 
thirty-three represented by Eepublicnns. 
Twenty-seven Republicans have been 
renominated, five have been replaced by 
new men, and in one district tbe present 
member is running as an Independent. 
Of the Democrats thirty-three have been 
renominated and sixteen havo retiree 
voluntarily or involuntarily. Of the re- 
nominations there are two in Indiana 
who are only half candidates—that ia 
their conventioi-s split and Independenl 
Democrats are in the field. Tbe failure 
of so large a proportion of the Demo- 
crats to be renominated in taken to 
mean great dissatisfaction by the people 
at home with the course of the' majority 
in tbe House. Tho later returns wil 
probably show a still larger mortality 
among Democratic members, because 
four-fifths of the conventions heretofore 
held have been in Southern States where 
the conditions are admittedly more fa- 
vorable to the return of Hitting members 
than in the North.

Tile Urrntcst War of tHe Century. 


NEW YOBK, August 31.—A apeeial to 


the Times from London says that the 
present appearances are that the greatest 
war of the century is close at hand. 
The Bulgarian incident is the immediate 
cause. It is now known that Degitrs, 
the Kassian Chancellor, in bia famous 
interview with 
Bismarck, earnestly 


urged the latter to prevent Prince Alex- 
ander's return to Bulgaria. Bismarck 
declined to commit himselt' and took the 
matter at referendum and shortened tbe 
interview almost abruptly. It is a seri- 
ous fact that the ntost trusted men in 
the English foreign service believe now 
that war is inevitable. Two war cor- 
respondents on the London papers start 
for Bulgaria to-day. 


The Ohio Democracy mot in State 


Convention, last week, and actually 
adopted resolutions that the purity of 
the ballot-box be preserved.

of Colusa, an able lawyer and a gentle 
man who would do credit to the ticket, 
was so overcome by patriotic emotion 
that he arose from his seat in the con 
vention and withdrew in favor of thi 
soldUr lawyer. Carroll Cook had with 
drawn from the stand, and before the 
roll-call was ended Devlin and the others 
withdrew, and Mr. Hart was uouunatei 
by the unanimous vote of the conven 
tion. The speech of Mr. Fitch in nom 
inatiug Hart, is given in full by tbe 
San Francisco Post: 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the 


Convention: This convention thug far 
—no doubt through circumstances over 
which some members of it have no con 
trol—has assumed a position towards the 
soldiers very much like that of our Dem- 
ocratic friends in- the early days of our 
civil content, Thpy wore in favor o: 
war, 
but opposed to bloodshed. 


We have passed resolutions in favor 


of the soldiers, we have commeudec 
their conduct, we admire their patriot- 
ism, we glory in their sacrifices, but wo 
have not nominated any 
of them 


[Cheers.] 


I have a little story to tell this con- 


vention. It was i elated to me to-day, 
and the ac urucy of every fact which J 
shall state therein has been vouched for 
by a gentleman iu whosa integrity and 
truthfulness I have the utmost confi- 
dence. 


-In January, 1862, a boy then fourteen 


years ot age —an orphan— attempted to 
enlist in the Union Army. He was da- 
ni«d admission on account of his ex- 
treme yoath. 


But General Grant had authorized the 


formation of an iudepoudtmt company — 
the Union Scouts— and he was permitted 
to enlist in this company. He nerved at 
Fort Heory, Donelson, at Shilob, and at 
all the battled which rusulipd finally in 
the capture of Vicksburg. 


The company of which he was a 


member was from time to timo ra- 
cruited, during this period by Union men 
iroui Tennessee and northern Georgia, 
and he was thus enabled to acquire the 
knowledge 
of what I may call the 


Georgia dialect, which enabled him to 
render the signal service to his country 
of which I am about to speak. 


Daring the campaign ending with 


Chattanooga, at the buttle of Missionary 
Bidge, there had been arranged, on the 
second day of the battle, that ut one 
o'cioek Sherman, in command of the 
left, should make au attack upon Bragg's 
army. But throuv-h the carelessness or 
treachery of a war correapondent of a 
Cincinnati paper, the code of Onion 
signals wua placed in possession of the 
Confederate forces. 


The Union scouts, ever vigilant, as- 


certained this fact, and reported it to 
"eneral Grant at eleven o'clock on the 
morning of tha day at one o'clock of 
which day the attack was to be mitdu. 


It became necessary to countermand 


the order for the attack. The code of 
signals was useless. If they hau been 
used, Bragg would bave been advised of 
the attack. If countermanded, it was 
necessary to send a written message. 


Sherman was fourteen miles, by a 


circuitouH route, distant. 
Two mes- 


sengers were sept by that ronte, in tho 
lope and expectation that they would 
reach General Sherman and deliver the 
message. 


But there was some doubt an to 


whether there was sufficient time and 
General Grunt called for volunteers who 
should go through the Confederate lilies, 
t being only within six miles across by 
hat route. 


The boy of whom I speak volunteered 


or that service. He started npon bis 
mission. He took his life in bis hands. 
If he had been captured he would bave 
>een shot as a spy. 


By bis wit and bia quickness and his 


>ravery he succeeded. He weutthrough 
he Confederate lines, being twice qucs- 
ioned and three times fired at; twice 
founded, he kept bis seat in the saddle. 
Ie went down into tbe jawa of death; 


went down into'the mouth of bell. 


Jut he did reach General Sherman, and 
le delivered that message, and the pro- 
toaed attack was abandoned, although 
Sherman kept up a heavy cannonading 
n order to deceive Bragg. More than 
bat. 
That boy observed, as hn wan 


>res»ing through tbe lines of the Con- 
ederates, that Bragg was weakening big 
right iu order to march hia forces on the 


left to resist tbe supposed attack of 


Oa ins IO.LUH by a. circuitous route to 


General Grant, this boy sooutcommuni- 
oated those tiding", and tlin great Gen- 
eral immediately ordered Sherman and 
Sheridan to make an attack 
upon 


Brugg'a weakened left, his army having 
been massed on the right to resist the 
supposed attack of Sherman, and then 
cnmo tlial celoliraU'd charge upon the 
riflo pita which ended when the sun 
went down with our flag floating upon 
the 
heights 
of Missionary 
Bidge. 


[Cheers,] 


And, 
gbutlemun, while in the history 


of our war, the urines cf tho generals 
who commanded those rnovemnntH and 
of the heroes who executed them will 
go down to poRterity, there is another 
book in whiuh the name of that bixteen- 
year-old boy will be written in letters of 
light as the horo of Missionary Bidge. 
[Cheers.] 


After his recovery from the wounds 


he had received, he •nlifctud, in 1861, in 
the I<l7lh IlhnoiH as a piivate. 


Ha fought Ihronph the war and re- 


mained in the service until mustered 
out after peace was declared. 


Dniirig the last sis mouths of his 


service he carried a volume of Bluek- 
storie in his knapsack, and there com- 
menced tho study of the profession of 
tbe law. 


He continued it, and was mustered 


out u£ sfcrvii'e uucl graduated with honor, 
and was in clue timu admitted to practice 
and practiced for five years in Iowa; 
oauie to this State, practiced for twelve 
years in tho city of San Francisco, whoro 
lie has built up a large clientage, an 
honored and high position at the bar.
